ANOTHER GUESS. 


Wall Street Is Getting the Banks t 
Send in Telegrams. 
Washington, March 23.--The situation a. 
the white house presents one strong featur: 
»of novelty in the fact that it appears to b: 
the scene of a bloodless battle just now 
between ‘the congressmen on one hand, the 


large majority of whom are urging the 
Signing of the seigniorage bill, mad the 
great commercial institutions of the country 
on the other; for twenty-nine out of every 
thirty of the communications cominy from 
them pray for the vet> of the bill. The 
corgressmen have the advantage of per- 
Soral pressure or. the field, but the other 
Side is in evidence in great force in the 
enormous number of letters that burden the 
presidential mail and of telegrams that 
come so rnumerously as to Keep the wires 
hot and the white house operator occupied 
to his full capacity. 

These .ommunications by mail and wire 
are coming froim all parts of the country 
and are not, as might be supposed, alto- 
gether of eastern origin. For instance, to- 
day there were appeals from Cincinnati, 
St. Louis, San Francisco and Salem, Ore- 
gon. Virginia has also joined the line, as 
was made evident by potests ggainst the 
bill from the cotton factors of Norfolk 
and the transportation interests there. A 
very thoughtful presentation of objections 
to the bill has come from Richmond. Of 
eourse, it is manifestly impossible for the 
president to read in detail all of these 
eemmunications, but they are carefully ex- 
amined by Mr. Thurber and any new point 
or Suggestion on either side of the case is 
brought to the attention of the president. 

There are all sorts of stories afloat as to 
the president's disposition towards the bill, 
and some have gone to the length of recit- 
ing that he has already prepared a veto 
measure and that he read a draft of it to 
the members today. The subject was dis- 
cussed at the meeting from all points >f 
view. But some of the cabinet members 
intimate that the president is still open to 
convictior. He has up to and including next 
Thursday, nearly a week, to make up his 
mind what to do with the bill, and there 
are indications. that he proposes to use 
most of this tirae in thoughtful considera- 
tion of the matter.

He Bluffs Both Sides.

Prendrgast’s Lawyers Are Still Trying 
to Save His Neck. 


HIS SANITY IS A DISPUTED POINT 


Yesterday Was the Day Set for His 
Execution. 


SENTENCE HELO UP BY THE JUDGE 


Asthe Date fortbe Execution Has Passed 
There Is Just a Chance That the As- 
sassin May Escape the Gallows. 


Chicago, March 23.—The state’s attorney 
will not be a willing party to the investiga- 
tion of Trendergast’s present mental con- 
dition, which begins tomorrow before Judge 
Chetlair, but will be ready with medical 
testimony to prove that the condemned 
metrderer is as sane as he ever was. It is 
net expected that much time will be o@gu- 
pied in getting a jury. The suggestion was 
made by the attorneys for Prendergast to- 
dg that the jury be composed entirely of 
plysicians, but the state’s attorney has not 
gven his consent. He maintains that 
Jidge Chetlain had no authority to inter- 
fee with the execution and in doing so 
claanged the governor’s writ. 

yn the other hand the opinions of emi- 
nnt lawyers of this city are almost unant- 

mus that Judge Chetlain only obeyed a 
mandatory law and did what was right 
men there was not reasonable time to 
ty the sanity of the assassin before the 
bur of execution arrived. In case the 
jry finds the murderer of sound mind, 
pwever, it is argued by the friends of 
he defense and lawyers well versed in 
ciminal jurisprudence that there may be 
omplications in the way of the,execution 
f the sentence.

FORGERS IN ST. LOUIS 


Get the Banks for a Large Amount of 
Money. 

St. Louis, March 23.—Well matured plans 
to swindle St. Louis banks were executed 
this week by three clever forgers. A dozen 
banks were victimized, trae amount secured 
aggregating $200,000. The swindlers by 
some means secured copies of bank checks 
used by firms and individuals, even copy- 
ing in red the serial nuinbers used by the 
firms. These numbers were obtained by 
a smooth young man who claimed to rep- 
resent the house ‘doing the printing for 
the firm. He would ask the business house 
cashier to see his book, saying there was 
some defect in the printing that he wished 
to correct if the firm desired. In every 
instance he was successful in getting a 
look at the last stub in a partly used 
check book and noted the serial number. The 
forged paper would be made out a few 
numbers in advance of the check books. 
Even the minutest characteristics of indi- 
viduals in their signitures were closely 
fol.owed. So well was the work done that 
not one of the forged checks was _ re- 
jected. The officials of the different banks 
refuse any information on the matter, but 
it is known that a detective agency is at 
work on the case 


MIGHT AS WELL STRIKE AS WORK. 


Demoralized, Desperate and Starving 
Miners Stand Out in Coal Country. 
Bellefonte, Pa., March 23.—The miners’ 

strike has extended to all parts of the 

bituminous coal country. The announce- 
ment of two reductions of 5 per cent in 
wages this month has created the most in- 
tense dissatisfaction and grumbling among 
all classes of mine laborers and the men 
at their recent meeting have resolved to 

“stand out’’ until the former rate of wages 

is restored. The number of the malcon- 


| tents is about 8,000, but their already large 


number of strikers will be considerably 
augmented as soon as the colliers employed 
in the mountain districts are ordered out 
by the district officers of the United Mine 
Workers of America. The entire number of 
men belonging to the union is between 26,- 
000 and 28,000, and it is confidently expected 
that this vast aggregation of miners will 
be striking by the close of the week. 

Never before in the history of soft coal 
production has the industry been in such a 
stagnated, paralyzed and demoralized condi- 
tion as now. At Glen Richey the miners 
are working two and three days in the 
week. Their families are in great want. 
In Bradford township for a week the pit- 
men have walked four miles a day to and 
from the tipple only to be told that there 
were no orders for coal and consequently 
no work. At Hawk Ruf a prominent cit- 
izen has given a third of his income egince 
December to maintain the unemployed. 
Whole families are subsisting on bran in 
the absence of bread. Since February 500 
idie coal cars have been standing on the 
sidings. Ten days ago the Beech Creek 
railroad, which traverses the entire bitum- 
inous coal country, stopped running all coal 
trains at night. o hundred freight and 
coal engineers have been laid off on the 
main line of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
and it is declared t the traveler can

KILLED THE CASHIER, 


The Crime of a Desperate Man in San 
Francisco. 

San Francisco, March 23.—Frederick Bon- 
nemant entered the branch bank of the 
San Francisco Savings Union about 9:30 
o’clock this morning and presented to W11- 
liam Herrick, the cashier, a note written in 
red ink, demanding money and threatening 
to blow up the building with nitro-glycerine 
in the event of a refusal. Mr. Herrick re- 
turned the note to Bonnemant without a 
word, when the latter suddenly drew a re- 
volver and fired, the bullet, however, miss- 
ing Herrick. Herrick thereupon quickly se- 
cured a revolver, which was close at hand, 
and fired simultaneously, with the visitor, 
but the shot went wide @f its mark. Bon- 
nemant’s shot struck thejeashier just above 
the heart, killing him ‘instantly. C. 8. 
Melvin, a bookkeeper, at this stage of the 
strange proceedings, took a shot at and 
slightly wounded the agsassin, who filed, 
followed by a crowd loudly threatening to 
lynch him. 

After an exciting chase. Bonnemant was 
captured. A search of his person brought 
to ight a number of artieles indicating an 
anarchistic propensity. Among them were 
some receipts for making high explosives, 
a piece of fuse, such as is useu to set off 
dynamite, two revolvers, a dirk knife and a 
burglar’s small steel Baw. Mr. Herrick, 
his victim, was thirty-three years of age, 
and has been connected with the bank 
Seventeen years. Bonnemant is about 
thirty-five years old and says he came from 
Denver. 

The police this evening identified Bonne- 
mant as William Fredericks, who killed a 
brakeman on the Central Pacific train some 
time ago and whe was tracked to the 
mountains, where he shot and killed Sheriff 
Pascoe. of Nevada county, in resisting ar- 
rest. He is also the man who assisted in 
the attempted jail break at Folsom peniten- 
tiary some time ago, furnishing George 
Sontag and others with shotguns, pistols 
and knives with which io take the lives of 
the guards. On a pieca of paper in Fred- 
erick’s possession the murderer had “J. D. 
Brighton” marked for death. Brighton was 
the man who turned Chris Evans over to 


the cfficials the last time Evans was ar- 
rested. 


DYNAMITE 


WORKS BLOW UP. 


Tro Men and Three Women Killed. 
Several Houses Wrecked. 
Pittsburg, Pa., March 2.—The dynamite 
works of the Acme Powder Company, at 
Black’s run, fourteen miles above Pittsburg, 
on the Ajlegheney Valley railroad, blew up 
this morning, killing two men and three 
women, wrecking houses at Acmetonia on 
the opposite side of the river; at Hulton. 
two miles south, and at Johnson station, a 
short distance east. The onty person about 
the powder plant who survives is Superin- 
tendent James Mooney. Mooney’s legs were 
shattered, and will probably have to be 


of killed: 

William Arthurs, aged thirty, his wife. 
Belle Arthurs, aged ninéteen; Sadie Rem- 
aley; aged thirty; Nellie Remdley, aged 
twenty-five; Charles Robin, aged twenty. 

Nellie Rameley was .njured by falling 
timbers in an adjoining building and died 
on the train bringing her to a hospital in 
Pittsburg. The other four were literally 
blown to pieces. Fragments of their bodies 
Were scattered over a radius of one and 
one-half miles. The largest portion of the 
remains yet found is one ‘of Robin’s feet. 
It was picked up fully half a mile from the 
scene of the explosion. 

There were, it seems, two explosions. The 
first occurred in the packing house in which 
those who were killed were at work. This 
building was scattered to the winds. An 
instant later there was a terruic explosion 
in the mixing house, which razed the build- 
ingto the ground. The surrounding forest 
has the appearance of having been mown 
down by a gigantic scythe. The hole blown 
in the earth has the appearance of a mon- 
ster cellar. The cause of the explosion will 
probably never be known. 

Mr. M‘cAbee, the principal owner of the 
plant, estimates his loss at $15,000. Five tons 
of dynamite were stored in the’ buiiding, 
ready for shipment and it all went in the 
explosion. 


EXECUTION OF THOMAS HIGGINS 


For the Marder of Peter McCoy—A 
Demonstration at the Jail. 
Chicago, March 23.—Thomas Higgins, the 
youthful murderer of Peter McCoy, expiat- 
ed his crime on the gallows in the Cook 
county jail this afternoon. The drop fell 
at 12:07 o'clock. About 250 spectators were 
present. When the noose was placed 
around Higgins’s neck he said ‘‘good-by’”’ 
and had begun to repeat the first line of 
the Lord’s prayer when the drop fell. The 
noise of the falling trap reached the pris- 
oners on the other side of the jail, and 
scores of them shouted two or three times 
in succession, “‘Hang’ Prendergast.’ The 
murderer was pronounced dead in five min- 
utes. The body was given over to rela- 
tives. Brief funeral services were held in 
the chapel attached to the cathedral and 

the interment took place this evening. 

A mob, nearly a thousand strong, compos- 
ed in the main of residents of the “tough 
district,”” in which Higgins resided, gath- 
ered about the jail and hooted and yelled 
for an hour previous to the execution. A 
cordon of police made a charge at noon 
and drove the crowd back for a block. 
Hoots,yells and groans for Prendergast were 
given at frequent intervals and some of 
the mob became so demonstrative that the 
police were compelled to use their clubs. 


COXEY’S CRAKS, 


Only Two Have Reported for the 
March to Washington, 
Massillon, O., March 23.—At dusk this 
evening two weary travelers, with bundles 
swung across their soldiers, arrived here 
overland fromy Twinsburg, O., and took up 
their quarters in an abandoned freight car 
on the outskirts of the town.

General Evans Elaborates His Views on 
Finance and Believes in Free Coin- 
age at the Present Ratio. 


Athens, Ga., March 23.—(Special.)—“As I 
have said time'and again, I stand on the 
democratic platform out and out. 1 am for 
the free and unlimited coinage of both 
gold and silver and I believe the present 
ratio ought to be the beginning point; that 
we should be given free coinage at the pres- 
ent ratio—l16 to l—and should be given it 
now.”’ 

Can there be any doubt where a man 
stands who says that? 

There never has. been any doubt in the 
minds of the people where General Evans 
stood, and after the above broad, clear and 
complete statement of his position even 
the patronage press must acknowledge that 
it has done the general an injustice in its 
misrepresentation of his position. 

This has been a lively and an interesting 
day in the Classic City. The second of 
the four joint debates brought a crowd of 
about a thousand people to the pretty little 
opera house this morning—an audience 
worthy of Athens. There were perhaps

The College Yells. 

There was no lack of enthusiasm and 
no lack of guying.

As to the Debate. 


General Evans was in better voice than at 
Griffin, and made a telling speech. Colonel 
Atkinson, too, made a good speech and 
both, it is fair to say, were heartily and 
enthusiastically applauded. From the stage 
it looked as if the crowd was about ’alf and 
‘alf, with a good portion who seemed indif- 
ferent and cheeied the good points made by 
each speaker. 

Under the terms of the debate General 
Evans opened with an hour and ten min- 
utes, Colonel Atkinson followed in an hour 
and a half, then general Evans had twen- 
ty minutes’ conclusion.

General Evans Begins. 

General Evans began with a very pretty 
reference to Athens and the university, 
expressing his congratulations to his oppo- 
nent in having had the oppertunity to 
graduate from the university. As for him- 
self, he had never had the opportunity of 
graduating from any Georgia college, but 
he regarded the whole state of Georgia as 
his alma mater.

self, and I imagine none of you have all 
you want; I know that it is true of you 
coliege boys.

Squarely on the Platform, of Course. 


“T am in favor of the free and unlimited 
coinage of gold and silver op a parity so 
that the people’s money shali be in such 
quantity and quality as is provided in our 
constitution. I stand exactly on the plat- 
form of the democratic party. I stand 
right there and nowhere else; I would not 
add to or take from the democratic plat- 
form in any respect. It means that silver 
shall not be demonetized, and that we shall 
not go into conference with any other coun- 
tries except we go standing by the two 
metals. My honored friend only quoted a 
fragment of my remarks on this subject of 
national agreement; I did not say that we 
ought to go to foreign nations for the 
purpose of having our policy fixed nor did 
I say anything like it. I said that we ought 
not to go there except as a gold and silver 
country. On that basis we can go into 
conference with other nations.’ I should 
like for him to state whether he is oppos- 
ed under any circumstances to conferring 
with other countries. Is not he in favor of 
accepting an invitation from any other 
ccuntry to go into a conference provided 
we go into it as a gold and silver country? 

he 16 to 1 Katio. 

“I am on the democratic plat/orm out and 
out. My friend did not say what ratio he 
would have the free coinage at. I haven't 
the slightest objection to saying that it is 
my opinion that the present rat:c ough to 
be the beginning point—that is, 16 to 1. 
Now, on this financial question, I believe 
that the business men ought to take hold 
of it. We may commence the coining at 
the present ratio and the the financial wis- 
dom of, the country should take old and 
settle the question, should it appear that 
the ratio is wrong. It is a question which 
the financial men of the country, and not 
*he politicians. alone can settle.’ 

The general passed over with brief men- 
tion, reiterating his position on the ques- 
tions of income tax, the repeal of the 10 
per cent tax on the state banks, and such 
State questions as public schools, farmiug 
interests, the railroad commission, the con- 
vict lease and the development of the re- 
sources of Georgia, and got down to the 
personal issues of the campaign. 

Personal Issues of the Campaign. 

‘‘He says that there is but one man who 
ought to be governor, and that is himself,”’ 
said Genera! Evans; “and that there is 
one man who ought not to be governor, 
and that is myself. He bases his claim 
on his great amount of public service, while 
he says I am utterly useless. He doesn’t 
seem to have ever heard of me. But I tell 
you that the people of Georgia who sent 
seventy-six companies into my command, 
scattered from the mountains.to the sea- 
board, know me and know what we did for 
Georgia in those desperate (ays. He will 
find that in the dark days from 1868 I 
fought together with the public men for 
democracy when it amounted to something 
more than to ask the county of Coweta to 
send me to the legislature. 

‘In the course of eight yeurs ir. the legis- 
lature he claims to have accomplished four 
things—that is one to every two years.” 

General Evans referred to Mr. Atkinson’s 
claim to having “routed the oil inspectors,” 
and his claim to the credit for founding the 
school at Milledgeville, and upon this lat- 
ter said: “I must say one fact about my- 
self. I have got to brag a little, as he won't 
do it fer me. Some years ago I paid-a visit 
to an institution which provided industrial 
@luéation for the colored youth. I was im- 
pressed with what I saw there, and going 
before “the board of trustees of ‘an insti- 
tution which is one of our prominent ones 
in Georgia secured the passage of a reso- 
lution looking to the organizatior of an in- 
dustrial department in that college. The 
department was organized, but afterwards 
failed on account of lack of funds. It was 
howeve~ this movement which resulted in 
the establishment of that splendid insti- 
tution, the Georgia Technological school, 
and the man who was at the head of that 
department at Emory is now president of 
your technological school—and is a preach- 
er, at that.”’ 

Pay for Work on Betterments. 

The general insisted that Mr. Atkinson 
had received full pay for his work in the 
betterments question, and read the receipt 
which created such a sensation at Griffin. 

“I did not say that the appointment was 
illegal, nor did I attack the governor for 
it, as my cpponent attempted to make 
out,” siad he. ‘‘What I did say was that to 


payment on this betterments question. | I 
believe that debt has been already paid. 
The Soldiers’ Home. 


“As to that soldiers’ home, my friend has 
put it into the campaign. It seems that he 
wants to cover up or defend his vote. If 
he can defend his vote, he is at liberty to 
do’ so. Had I been there I would have voted 
for its acceptance. The acceptance of the 
home was not in opposition to any plan for 
ihe pensioning of the old soldiers. My friead 
is simply mistaken if he says 80. Now, I 
am not going to question him about his 
vote, but I want to say that the opposition 
. which comes to him from all parts of the 
state was not simply for his vote, but the 
spirit he seemed to manifest. The people 
object to his defiant attitude toward the 
confederate sentimental impulse which he 
struck in his announcement. Whatever love 
he now has for the confederate soldier is 
simply that he may get their votes.” 

Because He Is a Politician. 


A reference to the party service of Mr. 
Atkinson caused the general to say: *‘Here 
is the very first man in the whole state of 
Georgia who has claimed the right to de- 
mand the office of governor on the ground 
that he is a politician and that his adversary 
is not. E tell you right here there js serious 
danger. A politician who claims to be pro- 
fessional, and who has pressed himself to 
office is likely to become enmeshed in en- 
tanglements in a way that he will not be 
able to do his whole duty to the state on 
account of his personal pledges. We ought 
to put politics on. a higher ground than 
that. 

As to the General’s Age. 

“Fie claims that I am too old a man to 
be governor. Well I promise him I shall be 
just as old as I can.” 

The general said that Mr. AtKinson’s apol- 
ogy on this score was not sufficient; that it 
was not an apology at all. He said that he 
is sixty-one years of age. 

A Preacher, and Proud of It. 

In hisyGriffin speech the general had just 
reached a point where he had begun to 
answer the charges that he was a preacher 
when the call of “‘time’’ cut him short. 
There was naturally, therefore, a good deal 
of interest manifested on what he would 
say on this score. 

“Tt is an honest fact that I am a preacher, 
and I thank God for it. When he says that 
on this account I am not fit to.be a candi- 
date for governor, he attacks the craft. 
Now, let me say that I have been a preacher 
twenty-seven years. I have been associated 
with that noble body of men during those 
years, and there is no class of men in all 
the world more concerned in good govern- 
ment, pure politics and the material as well 
as the spiritual interests of their fellow- 
men than are the preachers. Couldn't I ap- 
' peal against him on the ground that he is’ 
a lawyer and a politician, and in that ap- 
peal wouldn’t I be pandering to your 
prejudices just as the appeal against the 
ministers s?

“Now, my distinguished friend,” he con- 
tinued, “‘seems to have some use for preach- 
ers. He asks that they use their ‘quiet in- 
fluence and verbal expressions’ when the 
time comes to get votes, He has sought the 
vote of the preachers and their aid. Now, 
I don’t want to bring in these denomina- 
tional matters,” said the general. “I have 
been a preacher almost all my life, and 
it is not against any law:of my church that 
I do what my conscience dictates and ac- 
cept the call from the people who have 
asked me to be a candidate. If the people 
of Georgia do not want a preacher to 
aspire to any office, all they have to do is 
to say so; I only hope that they will settle 
it at once. I say that I would rather be a 
preacher than to be governor, president or 
king. If the people of Georgia do not want 
the business of. the state entrusted to a 
minister, they can say:+so; but I shall 
think they were wrong. 

The Old Soldier Business. 

‘When are they going to get rid of this 
old soldier buginess? they are asking. And, 
in the same way, I ask, ‘When are they 
going to get rid of this stupendous debt 
we owe our honored friend here” 

“It seems a strange thing to me that the 
first democrat, the first man to aspire to 
the governorship who has slapped con- 
federate sentiment in the face, should be a 
southern born man. What are you going 
to do with it—bury it?’ 

Cries of ‘“No! No!’’

old dream that a chief magistrate should 
be the father of his people. 

The scene at the conclusion of the gen- 
eral’s speech was a notable one. The band 
played ‘‘Dixie,’’ and the people cheered with 
great vigor. Some of the Evans boys sant 
up university colors, which were pinned on 
the general's coat, and that was the signal 
for another hearty outburst. 


Colonel Atkinson Replies. 

The appearance of Colonel Atkinson in 
response to the introduction of the chair- 
man was the signal for another scene. He 
began with a very pretty reference to Ath- 
ens and to the university, where, as a poor 
boy, fatherless and almost penniless, he had 
come to seek knowledge: where he had 
found a friend who had loaned him the 
money which made his education possible, 
and where he had met the little women 
who had blessed his life. 

His first reference to the matters uncer 
consideration was to the mistake he had 
made in placing General Evans's age at 
seventy-one.

“We are not here,” ceaid he, ‘to i culge 
in personalities. I am not here to deride 
the work in which General Evans is en- 
gaged, nor does it become him to deride and 
sneer at what I have been engaged i: c oing. 
My distinguished friend said-he had rather 
be a preacher than to be governor, 1 say 
let him stick to it. He talks about cnalleng- 
ing me to some sort of religious exe.c.ses. 
Now, to preach the gospel is no part of roy 
life’s work, but I guess 1 Know Just as much 
about preaching the gospel as he 492s @¢bout 
managing the affairs of state. 

“We are here on a plane of eynality,”’ 
continued Colonel Atkinson. ‘‘Personal am- 
bition has lead him to become a cundidate 
for governor and personal ambition [ras 
led me to meet him. Let us stand, there- 
fore, on equal grounds and take the corse- 
quences. I am. not here to abuse my dis- 
tinguished friend as he seeks to abuse me. 
I charge him with unfairness. He has 
sought unfairly to make it appear tiat Il 
have arrayed myself against the preechers 
and against the confederate soldiers. Now, 
my reverence for his calling is as Ligh as 
his. The cause he fought for, and tcr which 
my brother died, is as dear to my Leart as 
it is to his. I here say, and I way ‘t with- 
out fear of contradiction, that Il have Cone 
more for the confederate soldiers tnan has 
my distinguished friend.” 

After referring brietly to other fea.vures 
of the national questions which were be.ng 
discussed, Colonel Atkinson said: 

“T am for the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver as weil as of gold. 1 cali his at- 
tention to what I said at Grillin, as ne now 
says I did not refer to the question cf ra- 
tio. What I said, and what I say now, is 
I favor the free and unlimited cvuinaze of 
gold and silyer now. irom the days that 
the crowned heads of Europe struck down 
silver the people have suffered. The na- 
tional platform announces two pl«ns for 
free coinage—one by international a,s-€e- 
ment, the other by legislation. The 1st 
plan is too remote, and, therefore, we should 
proceed, by legislation, to coin gola and 
silver as primary money of final payment. 
This will increase the circulation. Silver 
coinage is not to be favored as a theory, 
but as a thing we need right now, It is 
time enough to talk of ratio when the ne- 
cessity actually -arises. 

“Now, my distinguished friend did not 
say at Griffin what he says here today on 
that question. He heard me at Griffin, and 
now he comes to you and to the people of 
Georgia and says, ‘Me, too.’ 

“As to General Evans’s position, I say, 
as I said at Griffin, that there is not one 
word in what he said on the financial ques- 
tion in his interview of last September— 
.on which he has repeatedly based his cam- 
paign—there is not one word there which 
could not have been uttered by John Sher- 
man. 

“Now, the general keeps dodging one 
question which { have asked him, and that 
is, hew does he stand on having money 
issued to the holders of bonds? In his in- 
terview, he favors that plan; I am opposed 
to it. It means simply the government 
leaning those people money at a nominal 
rate of interest and enabling them to loan 
it to you at from 12 to @ per cent. I am 
opposed to granting the bondholders an 
more privileges.” 

‘Mhose Letters to Ministers. 

Coming to questions of a more personal 
nature, Colonel Atkinson said: 

“‘My distinguished friend has referred to 
a letter which I wrote some Baptist minis- 
ters. I did write such a letter. I thought 
that, if a Methodist minister had a right to 
run for office and make.a campaign in the 
interest of himself, a Baptist preacher 
might at least be accorded the right to 
vote. 

“But somebody else has been writing 
letters to preachers. I only patterned after 
my distinguished friend here, and, if I 
have done wrong, he ought to bear the 


_blame!”’ 


He read here the letter of General Evans 
to Methodist ministers, which concluded 
with a statement that he only “begged 
their sympathy and their prayers,” 

“Now,” said Colonel Atkinson, “I went 
to know if that is not a.clever campaign 
dodge. If it is not, why did he not send 
them to ministers of Tennessee, Kentucky 
and Alabama? Wasn't their sympathy ang 
their prayers of value? How fs it that <i 
sent them only to ministers who could give 
him their vote? Another thing: My brother 
happened to marry the daughter of a Metho- 
dist minister. It seems that the genera] 
did not want the prayers and sympathy of 
that minister, and so no letter was sent to 


: 


“The state will bear witness that I did 

not inject this into this campaign.” 
The Soldiers’ Home. 

Getting to the soldiers’ home question; 
Colonel Atkinson reiterated his position as 
stated at the Griffin meeting. 

“At Griffin and here,” said he, ‘General 
Evans has harped upon the fact that at 
the time that che soldiers’ home was re- 
jected, an old confederate veteran died in 
a negro hovel. Now, I’m going to tell you 
who he was. He was old Daniel Halfacre, 
of Meriwether county, and he died in that 
negro house because he preferred to. He 
would have died there if there had been a 
palace alongside of it which was open to 
him. And, another thing, old Dan’s soldier 
record consisted in the fact that he was 
hired as a covuk down here in Anderson- 
ville. 

“The general now says he would have 
voted to accept the home. He ought to have 
met that question squarely at the first 
without any dodging and without any 
floundering. My position was that I opposed 
putting the old soldiers in a poorhouse at 
Atlanta or anywhere else, and I am oppoesd 
to it now. There was another plan at the 
time this question was up, a plan to pension 
the needy confederate soidiers and I favored 
it in preference to sending them to a poor- 
house. The general says there was no such 
plan; let him just read from this journal of 
the legislature and see the copy of the Dill 
that was introduced at that time. 

“I asked him at Griffin whether if I 
were nominated would he take the stump 
and work for my election. He declined to 
answer. I am here to say that if he is nom- 
inated I’ll take the stump and do all in my 
power to aid him. He’s got to answer for he 
has no right to ask the suffrage of a demo- 
cratic constituency if he won'’t—that ends 
it; if he will, then I say let’s give him a 
chance to work in harness one time.” 

That One Thousand Dollar Fee. 

With reference to that $1,000 fee, Colonel 
Atkinson made the same answer that he did 
at Griffin. He said that General Evans evi- 
dently did not know the difference between 
the legislation on the betterments question 
and the litigation which foilowed. He recited 
the circumstances of Governor Northen 
asking him to act on that commission, and 
he said that the bill providing for the pay- 
ment of that money was introduced by 
General Evans's warm ‘friend, Mr. Fleming, 
and that it received unanimous vote in tne 
senate and the vote of every member of the 
house except that of himself. 

‘The fact is, that the general was the only 
man in Georgia who Knew that it was 


| wrong that the money should be paid and 


yet he stood silent. Was it not the duty of 
a good citizen to have protested against it 
and prevented it?” 

The Ocala Platform, 

As to the Ocala platform and the ruling 
as to the eligibility of Ocala democrats to 
vote im the primaries, Colonel Atkinson 
said that the general had dodged that ques- 
tion because he was afraid of hurting some 
of his friends. 

“Do you endorse the Ocala platform?’ 
asked somebody in the gallery? 

“No,” said Colonel Atkinson. “I do not 
endorse some of the prominent features of 
that platform, but I tell you that it con- 
tains a good deal of democratic doctrine.” 

kie said that he never asked any pay trom 
the state. He added that he reckoned that 
he had received pay from his legal clients 
just as the general had received a salary 
tor his preaching. 

He reierred to what he termed the lack 
of interest manifested in the cumpaign of 


1892. by General Evans and ‘referred 
to the general's Jetter in 1890, 
Stating that his ministerial duties would 


not permit him to become a candidate for 
office. He asked wherein those duties and 
the law of his church had changed. 

“Why does he try to array confederate 
sentiment against me”’’ said Colonel At- 
kinson. “Simply because he wants the 
confederate vote. He tvok the old soldiers 
to his arnis just before the opening of 
the campaign and organized the veterans 
and the sons of veterans.” 

Mr. Atkinson paid a glowing tribute to 
the confederate private and declared that 
as a southerner he was too proud of the 
old soldiers to have them made a political 
machine to hoist any man into office. He 
denied having made any pledges, “‘And I 
don’t believe he has. He’s too honest. But 
he ought to have been too high-toned to 
aave charged me with it or to have sug- 
gested such a thing.” 

Colonel Atkinson saia that he made no 
claims to the idea of the industrial educa- 
tion of women. He had begun the agita- 
tion of the election of agricultural com- 
mission before the alliance was born. Re- 
verting to the proposition of 100 counties, he 
asked why, if this were true, was the 
KIivans clubs raising a fund? Why was he 
making speeches and writing all these let- 
ters? He thought it was time for the 
young men to have some recognition. 

As to the Atlanta politicians he said, “At 
‘lanta has no right to a monopoly of the 
offices unless it has a monopoly of the tal- 
ent. I will meet them on thé threshold 
and defy them to do their worst. 


Some Questions in Con¢luasion, 


Colonel AtKinson concluded by saying 
that he had some questions to put to his 
oppcnent. 

“Why did he not answer the question as 
to whether or not he would take the stump 
for the party? 

“Why did his ministerial duties prevent 
him running in 2890 and do not now? 

‘How is it that he stands flatfooted on 
the income tax now and last fall he strad- 
died it? 

‘How it that last year he stood all 
sorts of ways on these silver questions and 
now when I make a gpeech he comes up 
and says, ‘Me, too?’ 

“Where do you stand on issuing money 
on bonds today? 

“Where do you stand on the rights of 
Ocala democrats to vote? 

“When have you taken any interest in 
the political affairs of this state? 

“If, as his friends claim, he can bring the 
third party back into the ranks, where was 
he in 1892, when we were trying so hard to 
keep them in ranks?’ 

Colorel Atkinson was liberally applauded 
thrcughout by his friends, just as Genera] 
Evans had been. 


The General’s Conclusion. 


General Evans had the conclusion and 
took splendid advantage of it. His twenty- 
minute speech was lively. He devoted most 
of it to answering the questions which Col- 
corel Atkinson had propounded. | 

He said of course he would work as 
Sirongly <s he knew how in the interest of 
Colonel Atkinson should he be the. party 
nominee. 

He declared that Colonel Atkinson had 
not read all of his interview on the income 
tax. ‘‘The colonel,” he said, “is in danger 
of getting off the democratic platform in 
deciaring in favor of raising all the revenue 
possible from an income tax first and then 
resorting to a tariff only in case there was 
a deficiency in revenue. 

“As to free coinage, he had always stood 
squarely on the party platform,” said he, 
“and I stand there now. In what I have 
said I have but elaborated what I had said 
before an@ which I thought was so clear 
that it couid not be misunderstood. I have 
made no straddle, unless the Chicago plat- 
form is a straddle, and surely no good 
den ocrat thinks that.’’ 

The report of his candidacy had been de- 
nied within thirty minutes of the time it 
appeared. There was a difference in his 
work in the church then and‘ now, as then 
he was in charge of a paticular church. 

There was no secret about these letters 
and there was no campaign document in 
them.

‘THE WEEK’S BUSINESS. 
Review of Dun & Co. of Trade for the 
- Week. 

New York, March 23.—R. G., Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow: 

It is perplexing to be obliged to report 
that business grows larger in volume, at the 
same time not more profitable. Uncer- 
tainty does not diminish, but has rather in- 
creased in the judginent of many commer~ 
cial bodies that have urged the president to 
veto the seigniocrage bill. 

Prices of commodities do not rise, but are 
on the whole, about 1.5 per cent lower than 
last week, though then the lowest ever 
known in this country and are 12.9 per 
cent lower than a year ago. No more gold 
has gone abroad,’ and stocks average only 
3 cents per $100 higher for railroads than 
last week and exactly the same for trust 
stocks; but some foreign purchaser and the 
intervention of a holiday explain the stead- 
iness. More mills are at work, though the 
proportion of productive force unemployed 
is still from a fifth to a third in different 
branches of industry, and many mills are 
stopping because their orders have run .out, 
even while a large number are starting, 
with orders enough for a time. 

The’ prospect of getting constant or re- 
munerative employment for works and 
hands does not change. The fact that or- 
ders keep only part of the force at work, 
while both prices and wages tend downward, 
though spring is near at hand, renders 
present business less profitable and the fu- 
ture less promising. The starting of four 
furnaces by the Illinois Steel Company and 
one other at Pittburg increases the output 
of iron and some large sales have been made 
at the lowest prices yet reported with indi- 
cations of continued demand for construc- 
tional work, especially at the west. On 
the other hand the demand for wire in va- 
rious forms. which led the way to im- 
provement. seems to slacken, and nails are 
said to be selling lower than ever. below 
1 cent. A reduction of 60 cents in’ freights 
from Pittsburg to tidewater only adds to 
western while it takes from eastern bus!- 
- ness. 

In shoes some concerns which have been 
running on 
find their orders exhausted. but for other 
medium and low-priced goods, the demand 
is improving and shipments from Roston 
for the month thus far have been 16.1 per 
cent less than last year. Textile industries 
are answering the growing demand for re- 
plenishment of stocks with hand to mouth 
production. 

Mills are getting orders-enough to start 
and others, which have filled orders in 
sieht, stop without trusting to future trade. 

The demand for cotton goods its fairly 
large, but with reduction in nrices of some 
grades, and the-accumujation of print 
cloths continue. A lerge auction sale of silks 
brought fairly satisfactory prices. Sales of 
wool for three weeks have exceeded last 
year’s 23.9 per cent, though transactions this 
month last year were about 40 per cent be- 
low the average. 

The volume of domestic trade measured 
by clearings for the week has been 32 1-10 
per cent smaller than last year and outside 
of New York 17.9 per cent, the decrease be- 
ing there less, but at New York greater 
than the previous week. There is a more en- 
couraging increase th»n for many months 
in eastbound tonnage from Chicago and at 
Indianapolis the movement is almost as 
large as last year,- while westbound ton- 
nage of high class merchandise is also 
large. But the accumulation of idle money 
continues as it could not if business were 
materially enlarging, and the demand for 
commercial loans ig no better than it was 
Mareh Ist. 

While interior rates of exchange harden 
the banks here are again discussing the 
need of reGucing interest paid on deposits. 
The-treasury has ‘been lo#ing a little of its 
balances lately, custom ‘receipts for the 
month so far being only $9,086,259, against 
$15,645,878 last year, while integ-al revenue 
is also a shade smaller. With long delay 
in fixing the basis of taxatiag, treasuary 
embarrassments increase, and since the 
Bland bill passed the government bonds 
recently purchased are quoted at prices be- 
low the cost with interest. 

The failures for thé week ending March 
15th invoived. liabilities of only $2,558,818, 
and for two weeks of March only $4,835,110, 
of which $2.330;%7 were of manufacturing 
and $2,446,069 of trading concerns. Some 
deferred reports will further swell the ag- 
gregate, but at San Francisco the resump- 


tions reported now exceed the failures. A 
number of railroad receiverships are 
noticed, though none of importance. The 


failures this week number 244 in the United 
States, against 217 laSt year, and fifty in 
Canada, against twenty-six jast year. It is 
noteworthy that Canadian failures are con- 
siderably increasing.

“I am not informed what wil 
be done, but I presume the association will ° 
be promptly reorganized in such oe 
as will allow no time to elapse and thuf its 
operation will continue to be felt in the- 
railroad world of the south.

“Having passed this crisis, and haying 
brought all of the roads back into the as- 
sociation on terms of perfect harmony and 
satisfaction, it is easy to believe that the 
roads -will take immediate steps to reor, 
ganize the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association.

“Colonel John D. Ashton wrote me, in the 
early part of 1874: ‘1 have before me a let- 
ter written to my wife on old yellow con- 
federate paper, dated, “Camp Second Ceor- 
gia regiment, near Centerville, Va., October 
3, 1861,’’ in which occurs the following para- 
graph: “On my return home, shouid I re- 
ceive the hoped for furlough, I will read 
you the toucning and beautitul poem Men- 
tioned in my letter of last week—‘All Quiet 
Along the Potomac Tonight,’ written by my 
girlisnly modest friend, Thaddeus Oliver, of 
the Buena Vista Guards.’ ”’ 

‘In July, 1881, he wrote me at Tuskegee, 
Ala., and J telegraphed the substance to 
The Savannuh, Ga., Sunday Telegram, that 
he would live and die with the unalterable 
conviction that the poem in question was 
written by Thaddeus Oliver. 

‘Colonel Ashton is dead, and the great 
majority of the Second Georgia that camped 
at Acquie creek and near Centerville in Au- 
gust and September, 1861, the places and 
times when and where the poem was writ- 
ten and first made known, seem to have 
suddenly awakened to the conviction that 
Stonewall Jackson’s dying words, ‘Let us 
pass over the river and rest under the shade 
of the trees,’ are a general order specially 
addressed to them ang which must be 
obeyed without further delay. 

“My brother, who with me, makes up the 
poem’s picture of ‘The Two in the Low 
Trundle Low,’ Adeutenant James H. Oliver, 
of the United States navy, now on duty at 
Providence, R. I., regrets that I did not let 
our father’s authorship remain a profound 
secret to the world at large. In that case, 
he argues, the poem would ever’ have been 
to us as a precious love letter, whicn, 
though the world had found and read, did 
not betray the one to whom it was ad- 
dressed, and by whom it was suggested. [ 
sympathize with him in this feeling, but 
when I was twenty years younger I had al! 
a young man’s feeling of resentment against 
injustice, and, therefore, sought for evi- 
dence to prove my father’s rights, and 
found it so_ satisfactory as to have haa 
Alexander H. Stephens, Joel Chandler Har- 
ris, Joel A. Billups, J. William Jones,.

It hag caused as much wreck 
and ruin as the late war, but it would 
be infinitely worse if the essence of it 
were imbedded in the law, but it never 
will be imbedded there as long as the 
voters of the country retain their hon- 
esty and their independence. 

When Mr. Cleveland complained to 
Mr. Oates that it was possible for the 
organized money power to drain the 
treasury in forty-eight hours, he might 
have gone further and admitted to the 
Alabama congressman that the reason, 
and the only reason, that Wall street 
could drain the treasury in forty-eight 
hours was because Mr. Cleveland had 
decided, in the face of the law, that 
the government should redeem its obli- 
gations in gold alone. The treasury can 
be raided tomorrow by any foreign syn- 
dicate that needs the gold. Worse than 
this, before Mr. Carlisle could work off 


his recent bond issue, he had to make, 


arrangements to furnish the banks the 
gold to buy them. 

This is the situation. It is bad enough 
and undemocratic enough, but it is not 
half so bad as the New York Chamber 
of Commerce imagines it to be. An 
edministrative policy a8 vicious-as that 
which permits note holders to demone- 
tize one form of money is sure to die 
with the present administration. On 
the other hand, with the exception of 
the gold certificates, there is not an ob- 
ligation of the government that is by 
law payable in gold. Even the bonds 
recently issued by Mr. Carlisle are not 
payable in gold, and we doubt. very 
much whether they will be so paid.

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Colonel Cockerill and General Evans. 

The New York Morning Advertiser, 
edited by the genial Colonel Cockerill, 
is taking a hand in the gubernatorial 
race in Georgia. As usual, however, 
when southern affairs are up for argu- 
ment, it is not in the middle of the 
road. 

The Advertiser is not taking sides in 
cur campaign; but it saw in the an- 
nouncement that General Evans. had 
done some valiant fighting for the con- 
federacy, an opportunity to. ride its fa- 
vorite hobby—the late war, and to work 
in some of its stock paragraphs about 
confederate brigadiers: Here is a sam- 
ple of The Advertiser’s misrepresenta- 
tions: 

The facts are that General Evans fought 
with conspirators who first robbed and then 
sovght to break up the federal union in 
the interest of a slave oligarchy and not a 
republic. As a soldier he doubtless per- 
formed his duty as he understood it and as 
an Ponorable fighter he is entitled to re- 
spect. But his claims to the Georgia gov- 
erncrship should be based upon something 
better than the fact that he fought bravely 
for infamous principles. | 

How often is it necessary to tell 
Colonel Cockerill, in order to have him 
comprehend the situation intelligently, 
that General Evans's “claims to the 
Georgia governorship” are not based on 
his war record, but rather on fiis su- 
preme fitness for the office; on his abil- 
ity to govern, and on the man as a man? 
While his honorable record as a soldier 
shines in his favor, it is his record as a 
man outside of the cause that made a 


| soldier of him, which forms “the basis 


of his claims to the Georgia governor- 
ship.” 

Colgnel Cockerill is fighting General 
Evans at long range and with blank 
eartridges. But why should he misrep- 
resent the campaign in this state? His 
paper is supposed to give the news in 
its truth and entirety; why should he 
allow his prejudices to color and con- 
trol it? 

Theie are papers in Georgia, unfriend- 
ly to General Evans, who are in line 
with Colonel Cockerill in this war record 
business, making practically the same 
charge—that the general’s campaign is 
based on his record of service in the 
war; but they are as wide of the truth 
as is our New York contemporary; and 
they know it.

HATCH’S BILL IS READY 


And Will Shortly Be Reported to the 
House. 


Washington, March 23.—The house com- 
mittee on agriculture today perfected*the 
Hattth anti-option bill and directed Mr. 
Hatch to report it to the house favorably. 
The vote on the bill was 12 to 2, as follows: 
Yeas—Messrs. Hatch, Alexander, Shell, For- 
man, Moses, Cape Hart, Sibley, Marshall, 
Schermerhorn, Hainer, Wilhams and Fiynn. 
Nays—Messrs. Apsley and Baker. 

Messrs. Simpson, Funston, Waugh and 
Funk were absent. The bill, as reported 
defines ‘‘options’ and ‘“futures’”’ and pro- 
vides that all such transactions or assign- 
ments shall be in writing and signed in du- 
plicate and shall state in explicit terms the 
time when the right or privilege of deliv- 
ering the articles shall expire. Dealers are 
to pay a special tax of $12 and every per- 
son, who, in his own behalf or as an agent, 
broker or employe of another, deals in op- 
tions or futures, or makes any contract for 
their transfer. shall be deemed a dealer in 
options and futures. Contracts are requir- 
ed to have affixed to them internal revenue 
stamps representing taxes as follows: 

For every 10,000 pounds of cotton, hops, 
pork or lard or bacon, dried or salted meat, 
or for every 1,000 bushels of wheat, corn, 
oats, rye and barley ‘covered by the con- 
tract, 1 cent; every bill of sale executed at 
termination of contract, 2 cents; every can- 
cellation, clearance, settlement, acquittance, 
contango, backwardation, privilege or wav- 
er, or other agreement by which the options 
or futures is terminated otherwise than by 
atctual sale and delivery or such termina- 
tion is delayed or obviated, is required to 
have internal revenue stamps presenting 
taxes, affixed as follows: For every pound 
of raw or unmanufactured cotton, hops, 
pork, lard, bacon, or salted or pickted meat, 
1 cent; and for every bushel of wheat, 3 
cents: for corn, oats, rye and barley 2 cents. 

Every person engagea in dealing in options 
or futures before commencing business is to 
notify the collector of customs of the dis- 
trict and take out a bond of $3,000 to comply 
with the law. Dealers are required to keep 
a record of eath deal, and to make a 
monthly return to the collector. A system 
of stamps similar to the present internal 
revenue stamps is provided for. 

Mr. atch wiil probably report the®bill to- 
morrow and call it up for presentation at 
the earliest day possible.

To Be Established at Pearl Harbor, 
Hawatian Isiands. 


Washington, March 23.—Admiral Walker's 
formal orders direct him to sail from San 
Francisco April 5th for Honolulu. The va- 
cancy caused by his detachment from the 
board of inspection and surveys is filled 
by orders issued to Captain Thomas Sel- 
fridge, who will be promoted to the rank of 
commod~re by Admiral Benham’s retirement 
April 10th. Lieutenant Commander Seaton 
Schroder has been made recorder of the 
same board. 

The announcement some days since that 
the president would make use of the $250, - 
000 appropriated for naval stations in 1892 
&s soon as possible in Pearl harbor, Hawaii- 
an islands, is fully confirmed by the state- 
ment of one of the uighest*officials of the 
government that Admiral Walker goes to 
Hopolulu for no other purpose than to es- 


tablish a naval station of the United States’ 


and to provide against any possible attempt 
by a foreign power to Secure influence in the 
affairs of the government there. It is under- 
stood that the admiral wili be authorized to 
secure the necessary land for the naval 
station and to take possession of it. He 
will leave San Francisco the second week 
of Apri and howt his flag on board the 
Philadelphia on his arrival at Honolulu.

Colonel Lionel C. Levy to Lecture in 
This City.

“As Old as Methuselah in the Nineteenth 
Century!’’ 

This startling and original subject will be 
discussed with all the graces of oratorical 
iclivery in the city of March 29th at the 
Mdgewood Avenue theater for the benefit of 
che Young Men’s library. 

The orator of the occasion whose name, 
all over Georgia, is suggestive of wit, hu- 
mor, pathos and eloquence, is Colonel 
Lionel C. Levy, of Columbus, Ga. 

With such a remarkable conjunction of 
orator and subject the occasion will be 
one of thrilling interest and all who go out 
may do so with the expectation of being 
delightfully entertainéd. 

It has been observed—perhaps unjustly— 
that Atlanta is not a lecture-loving com- 
munity. This implies a lack of culture, 
which is not sustained by Atlanta’s reputa- 
tion throughout the south. But Mr. Levy 
is not a lecturer, in the stereotyped meap- 
ing o. that word; he is a born orator, an 
orator whose eloquence has swayed the 
multitudes as with the power of a tem- 
pest, and whose brilliant humor, follow- 
ing the wake of his exquisite pathos, re- 
sembles a rain drop in the sun.

As 
a brilliant, magnetic orator he has few 
equals, and no superiors, in this or any 
other country. 

In speaking of Mr. Levy's engagement to 
lecture in Atlanta, the Columbus paper 
Says:

Century’ is the title of Mr. Levy’s newest 
and brightest lecture, which he has con- 
sented to deliver for the benefit of the 
Atlanta public library on Thursday, March 
29th.

Only Two of the Female Wariety in 
the State. 

Captain John A. Cobb is once more in his 
office, after an absence of several weeks. 
During the past few days he has been in 
attendance upon the United States court 
at Macon as a witness in an important case. 
Before that he was in Savannah, engaged 
in registering the Chinese of that city. 

Overt 200 orientals up to date have register- 
ed. Since opening the books to them, Cap- 
tain Cobb has found out many things of 
interest about their customs and traits. 

**You see,’’ he said yesterday, “‘there are 
only two women among all the Chinese in 
Georgia. One lives in Savannah and the 
other in Augusta. I registered Lo Wing, 
the Savannah lady, the other day. That is 
her picture over there, rather good look- 
ing, by the way. She talks in an interesting 
way, although uneducated. The women in 
China, she says, are sadly neglected in 
every way. She is the only one among the 
Georgia colony of Chinese who cannot sign 
her name either in Chinese or English 
These people, as a race, are generally law 
abiding and quiet. Most of them have lived 
some years in California before coming 
east and half of them have wives over in 
China.”’
